But the final 
cleansing should be done with 
warm water and pure soap that 
lathers freely enough to take away 
the excess oil. 

Wash two or three times a day 
—and do it right. Have your fa- 
vorite toilet soap, a rough wash 
cloth or complexion brush and a 
clean towel. Do not skimp on the 
water. And do not neglect the lit- 
tle crevices at the corner of your 
mouth and nose or the under edge 
of the jawline. If you slip over 
these spots, you know what hap- 
pens — blackheads, enlarged pores 
and pimples. 

Scrub the face and neck untit 
they glow with cleanliness.
